Simeon  LeRoy  was  the  earliest  pioneer   (in  Cote  du  Midi   and  the  Bay)  of  whom 
we  have  received  any  recordj  he  located  here  as  early  as  178^, 

At  the  opening  of  the   American  Revolution,  he,  -with  two  or  three  brothers, 
lived  in  Genesee  County,   N.  Y, ;  but  their  loyalty  to  the  British  Government  for- 
bidding their  casting  in  their  lot  with  those  who  had  thrown  off  their  allegiance, 
they  felt  that  safety  demanded  a  removal.   Simeon  went  first  to  Nova  Scotia,    and 
afber  spending  a  few  years  there,    and  in  other  places,  he  came  to  St.    Andrews  and 
settled  on  the  River  Rouge,   on  land  now  owned  by  John  l^fcGregor  and  Stephen  Burwash, 

At  the  time  the  LeRoys  left  Genesee  County,   haste  prevented  their  raalcing  any 
effort  to  sell  their  property,   hence  they  left  all,   glad  to  escape  only  with  their 
lives.  The  country  then  being  new,    and  land  worth  but  little,   they  probably  did  not 
regard  the  sacrifice  they  were  making  as  a  great  one.   Since  then,   however,   the  same 
land — owing  to  the  rapid  growth  of  villages   and  cities~has  become  very  valuable, 
and,   not  many  3rears  ago,    sn  effort  was  made  to  find  the  heirs  to  the  real  estate 
vacanted  by  the  LeRoys.    An  agent  visited  this  section  of  Canada,    and  endeavored  to 
induce  descendants  of  the  LeRoy  brothers  to  look  up  their  claims  to  the  property; 
but  beleiving  they  had  no  right  to  the  improvements  which  had  been  made  thereon, 
abd  regarding  it  of  little  value  when  their  ancestors   abandoned  it,   they,   conscient- 
iously,  decided  to  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  matter. 

ysr,  Simeon  LeRoy  lived  on  the  land  where  he  first  settled  on  the  Fiiver  Ptouge 
till  his  death;  he  had  three  sons—^lliam,    Simeon,   Henry,    and  two  daughters- 
Sophia  and  Hannah. 

The  homestead  was  divided  between  vailiam  and  Simeon;  Henry  bought  the  lot 
now  owned  by  John  McMartin,  He  sold  out  not  marry  years  subseouently,    and  moved  to 
East  Hawkesbury,  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  dsgrs.  Vdlliam  was  the  only 
one  who  remained  in  this  section.  He  married  a  daughter  of  Martin  Jones,    an  early 
pioneer  at  St.    Andrew's  Baj;-,    and  spent  his  life  on  the  homestead.  They  had  ten 
children — five  sons   and  five  daughters;   six  of  these—three  sons  and  three  daugh- 
ters— settled  in  East  ilawkesbury,   Ont.,   one  son  and  two  daughters  in  Montreal,    and 
another  son,   Martin,  bought  a  fram  on  the  Fiiver  Rouge.  He  was  married  to  Mary, 
daughter  of  Malcolm  iJSdSMKM  McCallum,    a  worthy  pioneer  of  this  locality.  They  had 
twelve  children — eight  sons  and  four  daughters. 

Mr.   LeRoy  died  1st  Januar^^,  1893;  Mtrs.  LeRoy,   1st  November,   I889.  Of  the  chil- 
dren,  six  settled  in  the   State  of  Michigan;  one  daughter  in  Manchester,   N.  H.; 
Malcolm,   the  eldest,   in  Calumet  Island;    Archibald  C,    and  Maiy,  who  married  Martin 
LeRoy,   in  Havrkesbury,    Ont. 

Alexander  is  the  only  one  who  has  remained  in  the  neighborhood  of  his  birth. 
He  is  one  of  the  highly  respected  citizens  of  the  parish,  whose  counsel  is  sought 
in  matters  of  moment  to  the  munici-oality;    and  he  has  served  it  in  the  capacity  of 
Justice  of  the  Peace  for  a  decade,    and   ss   School  Commissioner  about  the  same  time. 
He  married  Hannah,    a  daughter  of  Henry   Albright,   in  I87I.  They  have  three  children 
living,    and  Osman  Edgar,   their  eldest,   is  a  graduate  of  McQill  and  has  obtained  an 
Academy  Ed.pl oma.  Mr.  LeRoy  has  lately  purchased  the  Harrington  Estate.

Peter  Larai-xa  of  Ulster  County,   Farmer  in  L  100 

Peter  Vfest  of  the  s.nme  place.   Farmer,   his  Bail  in  £>  100 
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SIIIEOrl  LE  ROY,    ancestor  of  the  Ttay-Aad^r  family  of  French  Canada  and  LeRoy  and 
Laraixay  in  United  States  and  Ontario,  was  bom  about  16I|.0  at  Greances,    a 
villaf^   about  12  miles  northwest  of  Coutances,   i.'anche,   ilorraandy,    son  of 
Richard  Le  Roy  and  GLlette   Jscquet,   of  Greances.  lie   settled  in  the  fief  or 
seigneury  of  St.   Joseph,   Gharlesbourg,  near  'Quebec,   in  1668,  removed  to 
iiontreal  in  1679,  to  itLbany,   Ifexr  York,  in  1681  or  1682,    and  in  or  before 
1789  to  Ivingston,   iiew  York,  where  he  lived  until  his  death  in  1711.  He  bore 
the  nicloiaue  Ody  (Mdy,    Aidi)   and  was  known  in    iuebec  as  BtLmeon  Le  Roy  dit 
Ody,  He  was  a  master  camenter  or  contractor,    and  was  Roman  Catholic  in 
religion,   although  he  may  be  considered  a^  a  Huguenot,    as  all  hJLs  children 
became  Protestants  in  their  nexir  home.  He  was  unmarried  in  I668,    and  vras  then 
28  years  of  age.  He  married,    3  Sept.,  I668,    Claude  DESCHALETS,   one  of  three 
orphaned  sisters  among  those    "filles  du  roi"  who  were   sent  to  Canada  at 
public  expense   to  fn.nd  husbands  and  populate  the  country.  Only  one  bann  was 
published,  perhaps  to  save  expense.   She  was  the  daughter  of  i^^ancois  d' Es- 
chalots and  Jacauette  Ghevallereau,   of  the  parish  of  Notre   Dame  de  Fontenay 
le   Gomte,   Bishopric  of  latzais    (naillezsis). 

One  month  later  he  took  up  lands  in  the  fief  of  St,  Joseph,   or  I'Espinay, 
at  Gharlesbourg,   on  the   St.   Charles  Hiver,   near    'iuebec,  belonging  to  the 
Ifebert-Couillard  de  I'Espinay  family.  He  remained  there  until  l679« 
Ife  was  in  Iiontreal  in  July,   1679,  where  he  bought  land.  In  the  census  of 
1681  he  had  eight  children  and  was  living  in  I  bntreal. 
His  daughter,   Marie,  was  buried  at  Montreal  on  21  Ilay,   I68I, 
On  28  llov,,  1682,   he   apprenticed  his  son,    Aigustin,  to  Mam  T/iJinne  for  a  term 
of  six  consecutive  irears  to  learn  the   trade  of  ro^^e  making.  This  was  in 
.Albany,   Hew  York,    and  Aigustin  was  then  about  11  years  of  age, 
Tiie  Ls  Roy  family  removed  to  ALbajiy  between  May,   I68I,    and  November,   1682, 
They  resided  in  Kingston,   Ifew  York,  from  I686  dr  l687»  tH.s  wife  died  about 
Jfebruary,  I708,   at  Kingston,
